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COMMENTS 


February 2, 1949 to February 1, 1950 

An examination has been made of the books and 
records of the Town of Belmont for the year ended Febru- 
ary 1, 1950. 

The records maintained by the Assessors, Selectmen, 
Treasurer, Tax Collector and Town Clerk were audited. 
The system of internal control was reviewed, accounting 
records and other supporting evidence were examined or 
tested to the extent deemed necessary under the circum- 
stances. 

It is believed that the accompanying balance sheet 
together with the related financial statements fairly pre- 
sent the financial position of the Town at February 1, 
1950 and the result of its operations for the year then 
ended.

The cash balance of $5,686.82 at February 1, 1950 
was reconciled as follows:

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Accounts receivable amounted to $446.86 which was 
due from the State for highway expenditures. 

The Assessors’ records and those of the Tax Collector 
were examined in order to verify the 1949 tax commit- 
ment. This commitment was accounted for as follows:

There are no prior years’ unpaid taxes. Tax liens 
amounting to $375.28 remained unpaid at the year end. 
All tax liens found on file with the Treasurer were exam- 
ined. There were no sales of tax acquired property 
during the year. 

Requests for verification were mailed to a represen- 
tative number of taxpayers whose accounts were outstand- 
ing at the year end. Should and variations be noted as a 
result of these verifications, the proper municipal officials 
will be notified. 


LIABILITIES 


There was one item of accounts payable which 
amounted to $32.64. This amount is due F. A. Schofield 
as a result of an overdeposit. 


RESERVES AND SURPLUS 


The balances of the various operating accounts, 
which by law or otherwise are carried forward to the 
ensuing year, amounted to $2,318.99. The individual 
account balances are shown on Exhibit D. 

The surplus at February 1, 1950 was determined to 
be $4,719.71, which represents a net decrease of $818.17, 
from the balance at the beginning of the year. This de- 
crease is summarized as follows:

TRUST FUNDS 


The savings accounts, representing the investment of 
trust fund monies, were verified by examination of the 
bank passbooks. It was ascertained that all income had 
been properly received and disbursed. 


REVENUE AND EXPENDITURES 


A comparative statement of revenue and expendi- 
tures is presented on Exhibit B of this report, which re- 
flects a net gain from operations of $834.83 for the current 
year, which was transferred to the unappropriated sur- 
plus. There was for the previous year a net loss from 
operations of $378.01. 


GENERAL 


The 1949 excise tax receipts, numbers 5 to 114 and 
those for 1950 numbers 1 to 11 were verified by examina- 
tion of the receipts retained by the Collector. It was 
determined that all collections had been deposited with 
the Treasurer. | 

The overlay of $333.99 was within the limit of 5% 
of the appropriations plus state and county taxes.

Overdrafts were noted in several appropriation ac- 
counts, the summary of which is shown on Exhibit D. The 
Attorney General has rendered an opinion on this point 
and it is included for the benefit of the municipal officers. 


“The municipal officers are bound by the terms 
of the articles in the warrant calling the meet- 
ing providing for the expenditure of money. The 
officers should not spend more than the taxpay- 
ers appropriated at town meeting, unless the 
statute expressly authorizes an expenditure in 
excess of the appropriation.”’ 


The provisions of Chapter 84, Section 81, Revised Statutes 
of 1944, however, relate to expenditures of monies for 
highway purposes and permit overdrafts in cases of emer- 
gencies to the extent of 15% of the appropriation. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


The following recommendations appear to be worthy 

of consideration by the municipal officials: 

(1) That, the municipal officials give considera- 
tion toward covering the town owned prop- 
erties with insurance. 

(2) That, supplemental taxes be committed in 
accordance with the requirements of Chapter 
81, Section 29 of the Revised Statutes of 1944. 

(3) That, a trial balance be taken of the accounts 
in the ledger at the end of each month. 

(4) That, the state system of accounting for town 
owned property and equipment be adopted so 
that a record will be available to show values 
and other pertinent data for municipal capital 
investments.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING 
1950 


In reviewing the Public Health Nursing Program for 
the past year, it would seem that the trend has been 
toward more group activities than in previous years. 
While this has probably cut down the number of home 
visits made, it has been possible to give service to more 
families in the community. Your nurse has visited the 
town 11 times during this year. 

Because of the present world conditions, immuniza- 
tions programs have been emphasized. A series of 3 Child 
Health Conferences have been held with 20 infants and 
preschool children attending. 15 children were immun- 
ized against Diphtheria, Whooping Cough and Tetanus 
and 9 children were vaccinated against Smallpox. Each 
child had a physical examination and the mothers were 
given an opportunity to discuss the health problems with 
the attending physician. 

The School Health Program has consisted of the Pub- 
lic Health Nurse acting as a health consultant to the 
Superintendent and teachers. 3 immunization clinics have 
been held in the school. 25 school children have been 
immunized against Diphtheria, 23 have been immunized 
against Whooping Cough, 19 have been immunized 
against Tetanus. Vaccination against Smallpox was ad- 
ministered to 19 school children. It has been through the 
splendid cooperation of your local Health Committee that 
this service to the children in your community has been 
available. 

Through the established clinics, which are sponsored 
by the Bureau of Health of the State Department of 
Health and Welfare, many children with a specific physi- 
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cal or mental problem have had the opportunity of receiv- 
ing service from specialists in various fields. Among these 
established services are the Crippled Children, Pediatric, 
Hard of Hearing, Cardiac and Mental Hygiene Clinics. 

I wish to take this opportunity to thank the Town 
Officials, School Personnel and members of the Health 
Committee for their splendid cooperation which has made 
the Public Health Nursing Program available to such a 
large proportion of the families in your community. I am 
looking forward to the opportunity to continue this work 
in the coming year.

SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of 
Belmont: 


I am pleased to present my first annual report of the 
condition and progress of your schools for the fiscal year 
ending January 31, 1951. 

The teaching staff remains the same as last year: 
Mrs. Marion Cushman, Primary grades; and Mrs. Lydia 
Lloyd, grammar grades. At the close of the fiscal year 
forty-seven children were enrolled in the elementary 
schools, and five pupils were enrolled at Crosby high 
school in Belfast. 

Favorable progress is being made in your schools. 
The teachers are constantly aiming to achieve the proper 
objective - that of preparing the way for each child to 
take his place most effectively in our society. Much em- 
phasis is still being placed on teaching the basic skills in 
reading, spelling, arithmetic and other school subjects; 
but the teachers are also concerned with the social and 
emotional development of each child. It is very important 
that the child learns the necessity of subject matter skills; 
but those skills function to the greatest advantage when 
the child has achieved a high degree of social competence. 
Besides classroom activities, the teachers sponsor oc- 
casional entertainments and outdoor supervised play; all 
of which aid in the well-rounded social development of 
the child. 

Since the schools operate on a two-session basis much 
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transportation is necessary; and this year two busses in 
very good condition have been in service. These convey- 
ances have afforded very satisfactory transportation for 
your children. 

As early as possible we should strive toward the 
acquisition of a new school building so that the boys and 
girls may enjoy the advantages of a full school day, a 
shorter school year, as well as the advantages that a new 
building would offer to the combined group of children 
attending a two-room school together. 

In order that your schools operate on a standard at 
least equal to that of the school year 1950-51 this year’s 
appropriation must be increased substantially over last 
year’s appropriation. This increase is due mainly to a 
considerable reduction in state subsidy to be received in 
December 1951. Also, costs of high school tuition, text- 
books, and supplies will be greater. We expect that more 
pupils will be attending high school during the school year 
1951-52. 

It has been pleasant to work with the school officials, 
teachers, and other people of Belmont during this school 
year; and I wish to express my appreciation to all who 
have contributed to the welfare of our schools.

Insofar as could be ascertained within the scope of 
the examination, the financial transactions of the town 
appear to have been appropriately handled, with such 
exceptions as may be noted in the accompanying Com- 
ments.

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COMMENTS 
February 1, 1950 to February 2, 1951 


An audit has been completed of the books and 
records of the Town of Belmont for the Municipal year 
ended February 2, 1951. The audit included an examina- 
tion of the records maintained by the assessors, Selectmen, 
Town Clerk, Treasurer and Tax Collector. The result of 
the audit indicates that the following suggestions, if 
adopted, would strengthen the financial structure of the 
Town. 

All abatements allowed should be approved by a 
majority of the Assessors. 

The examination consisted of a review of cash trans- 
actions as well as an analysis of revenues and expendi- 
tures. The result of the year’s operations showed that 
available funds exceeded expenditures by $144.26. How- 
ever, overdrafts were noted in various appropriation 
accounts, more particularly in the highways and bridges 
accounts totaling $370.63. Unexpended and overdraft 
balances are summarized as follows: 


Unexpended Balances $566.47 
Overdrafts AZZ a1 
Net Unexpended Balances $144.26 


The department of Attorney General has advised that 
overdrafts are not permitted by statute excepting in cer- 
tain instances where emergencies arise in highway 
activities and then only to the extent of 15% of the high- 
way appropriation. 

At the year end tthe unappropriated surplus amounted 
to $4,488.97, or a net decrease of $230.74 as compared 
with the preceding year. This was occasioned principally 
by the authorized transfer of $375.00 to charity accounts. 
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The examination also included verifications if tax 
and tax lien accounts. The insurance policy was reviewed 
and listed and corpporate surety bonds were on file for 
the following officials: 

Treasurer | $3,000.00 
Tax Collector $3,000.00 


Included in this report are exhibits and schedules 
pertaining to the financial status of the Town. Audit 
procedures deemed necessary were followed in the de- 
velopment of these statements. 

It is believed that the accompanying balance sheet 
and supporting statements fairly present the financial 
position of the Town at February 2, 1951, and the result

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PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING 


The Public Health Nursing program in your town has 
been limited this year due to the physical set up of the 
program. Immunization for communicable disease is of- 
fered each year, but since such a complete program was 
carried out in 1950 and Booster doses for these inocula- 
tions are recommended every two years, the need for 
Conference and Clinic service was not felt during 1951. 

Service has been given to the schools through con- 
sultation service with the teachers and school superin- 
_ tendent. 19 Audiometer tests were done with 3 children 
found to have defective hearing. 

Available clinics to the community, sponsored by the 
Department of Health and Welfare, include Crippled 
Children, Pediatric, Speech, Hard of Hearing, Cardiac, 
Mental Hygiene, Diagnostic X-ray and Cancer Control. 
Service to the community for all of these Clinics has been 
possible. It is hoped that next year a local Health 
Committee can be formed and, through their cooperation 
with the Public Health Nurse, more work can be accom- 
plished in your community and advantage pas of the 
available clinic services can be made. 

Your Public Health Nurse does appreciate the coop- 
eration that has been given her by the town officials and 
School Personnel. She is sure this same cooperation will 
be extended to her during the coming year and trusts 
that, through the organization of a Health Committee, 
she may have the pleasure of giving more service to you.

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REPORT OF 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of 
Belmont: 


I am pleased to submit my second annual report of 
of progress of your schools for the fiscal year ending 
January 31, 1952. 

Fifty-one pupils are enrolled in the elementary school: 
thirty-one in the primary grades; and twenty in the gram- 
mar school grades. Eight students are attending Crosby 
High School in Belfast. Mrs. Marion Cushman is still in 
charge of the primary school; but a few changes in teach- 
ing personnel have occured in the grammar school during 
the year. Mrs. Mary Gurney of Morrill, who began work 
in September, resigned at the conclusion of the first 
twelve weeks. Mrs. Dorothy Kinney of Belfast substituted 
until January when the services of Miss Christine Knowl- 
ton were secured. Miss Knowlton, whose home is in Lib- 
erty, has her degree from Gorham State Teachers’ College 
and has had suceessful teaching ‘experience. 

Periodic improvement of teachers through profes- 
sional study is very important in education of today. In 
this connection I am pleased to report that Mrs. Cushman 
attended the six weeks summer session at the University 
of Maine last summer. | 

The school program is being conducted in a profes- 
sional manner. In spite of changes in teachers, pupil 
progress has not been interrupted. The teachers are con- 
cerned not only with teaching the fundamental skills of 
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reading, arithmetic, writing, and other skill subjects; 
but they are continually concious of the need for the 
overall growth and development of the children. 

Because of a law passed in th¢. last state legislature, 
Belmont is now in a position to make a greater effort 
toward providing better school housing. Local action on 
school building construction has been delayed for several 
years to the disadvantage of the children. The new legis- 
lative act would enable the town to secure funds for con- 
struction more easily than during the past few years. 
Many towns which have not found it possible to go ahead 
with the building of a school in previous years, have indi- 
cated a keen interest in taking advantage of the new 
enabling law. In order that much improved classroom 
facilities be provided, and in order that the children may 
be afforded the advantage of a full day of school each day, 
I urge all citizens to consider carefully the construction 
of a new school in the near future. Information relative 
to building possibilities will be presented at the annual 
town meeting. 

Under the provisions of a new state subsidy law, 
your town will be assured of a relatively large state sub- 
sidy allocation during succeeding years. As long as the 
local property valuation per resident pupil remains the 
same as at the present time, Belmont will receive forty-five 
percent of the cost of school maintenance from the state 
each year. 

I have enjoyed the cooperation of school officials, 
teachers, and other citizens during the past year; and I 
wish to express my sincere appreciation for your contin- 
ued interest in and support of our schools. .
